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NEWCASTLE last night demonstrat- 
ed just why they have emerged from 
the UEFA Cup's Group of Death 
unscathed and on top of the pile. 

Few gave the out-ofsorts Toon a chance of 
winning the group when the draw was made two 
months ago but against an Eintracht side hell- 
bent on kickstarting their own campaign, the 
battling visitors showed qualities rarely associ- 
ated with Newcastle teams past or present. 

Outplayed they may have been - but not once 
were Glenn Roeder's men outfought or outran. 

At times, Newcastle kept the ball impressively, 
trying to take the sting out of Eintracht's game 
with their possession football.

ANGRY Arsenal boss Arsene Wenger had 
ANOTHER moan over the fixture list he 
claims is wrecking his side’s season.

The game is the second in a sequence 
of four in 12 days that the Frenchman 
has i ail as his side’s “moment of 
truth”. 


After tomorrow’s game they travel to 
Porto for a crucial Champions League 
clash, then face Chelsea at Stamford 
Bridge. 

But Wenger is unhappy at what he sees 
as an uneven playing field. 

“We have a difficult game coming up 
against Tottenham, and I do not agree at 
all with the way the fixtures have been 
organised — it is a farce,” he said. “I cannot 


understand how the Premier League 
can organise midweek fixtures in 
between Champions League games. 
They are very creative because to get 
that system through anywhere else in 
Europe, you will have big problems. 

“We play now against opponents who 
did not play this week — but we will beat 
them.” 

The Arsenal boss made several 
changes at Fulham but could face 
another selection headache tomorrow 
with the news that striker Thierry 
Henry is doubtful. 

Henry's neck problem could sideline 
him again after he missed last 
Saturday’s defeat at Bolton. 

Wenger said: “Thierry has to be 
assessed and we will make a decision on 
him tomorrow. It is a problem with his 
sciatic nerve.”

MARTIN JOL last night vowed to 
do everything in his power to 
heap more misery on Spurs' bitter 
rivals Arsenal. 

Tottenham will bid to condemn the 
Gunners to their third defeat in a week in 
tomorrow's north London derby, the first at 
Arsenal's new Emirates Stadium HQ. 

Arsene Wenger's side have all but disap- 
peared from the title race after being 
thumped 3-1 at Bolton on Saturday and 
slumping 2-1 at Fulham on Wednesday. 

And now Spurs boss Jol is out to up the 
agony for Wenger as the men from White 
Hart Lane bid to draw level with their 
neighbours on 22 points. 

Jol, who suffered the heartbreak of losing 
a Champions League place to Arsenal on 
the last day of last season, has emphasised 
the size of tomorrow's clash to his stars. 

*I will use everything in my power for 
the game," the Dutch boss said. 

“My players are grown-ups and know 
exactly what they are expected to do. 


“They know how important this game is 
to the supporters and for our position in the 
League. 

“The new players like Dimitar Berbatov 
and Didier Zokora have just come here but 
they also know how big it is.” 

Despite their recent woes, Jol still rates 
Arsenal as the Premiership’s best foot- 
balling team. 

But Jol did suggest Wenger’s policy of 
blooding young stars had caught up with 
the team in the last week. 

“Arsenal have played the best football in 
England for the last six years,” Jol said. 

“They are still a great team and I feel 
they've played the best football in England 
again this season, although they haven't 

always got results as they haven't

| "Arsenal's away form hasn't 
been as good as their home 
form so far this season. 
"But they're still fine at 
home and it would be silly to 
talk about Arsene Wenger 
being under pressure."

THIERRY HENRY'S agent yesterday 
hit out at claims that the Arsenal 
star was a "big game bottler". 

Jerome Anderson called radio 
station talkSPORT to defend the 
Gunners skipper, who may miss 
tomorrow's derby with Tottenham 
through injury. 

Henry, who is troubled by a sciatic 
nerve, has been having a mixed sea- 
son since rejecting the chance of a 
move to Barcelona in the summer. 

But Anderson insisted: “To suggest 
with his record as a professional 
footballer, that Thierry doesn't per- 
form on the big stage is ridiculous." 

He also said Henry remained confi- 
dent the stuttering Gunners — who 
fell 16 points behind leaders 
Manchester United with a 2-1 defeat 
at Fulham on Wednesday - could 
win the Champions League, having 
been runners-up last season. 

“There is no guarantee that if 
Thierry had gone to Barcelona he 
would have had any more chance of 
winning the Champions League;" 
added Anderson. 
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“He decided that for all the right 
reasons, as far as he was con- 
cerned, that his future career lay 
best at Arsenal. 

“In this modern day, where pundits 
say players are mercenary, here is 
one who — according to people who 
watch him week-in and week-out — is 
unquestionably the best player in 
Europe. 

“Maybe being at Arsenal, who are 
not recognised in the same way as 
AC Milan, Barcelona and Juventus, 
is one reason why he's not won the 
World Player of the Year. 


Future 


“You talk to most people in the 
game and anybody who's watched 
him would admit that he has, pound 
for pound, been the best player in 
the world for the last two or three 
years. Thierry is totally committed to 
Arsenal and his future in London.” 

Anderson also felt Henry, who 
signed a new four-year deal in the 
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summer, would not consider leaving 
if Arsenal go out of the Champions 
League, which is a possibility if they 
lose in Porto on Wednesday. 

“Thierry's the sort of boy — a bit 
like Arsene Wenger and people of 
that ilk — who once they have made a 
commitment to a contract stick to it, 
unless other people see fit to change 
it)” he said. 

Henry has scored only once in the 
Premiership and the player admitted 
he is still finding his feet at the new 
Emirates Stadium. 

But Spanish midfielder Cesc 
Fabregas believes Arsenal's 4-5-1 
formation does not help. 

He said: “At times Thierry can be a 
bit on his own up front because 
whether it's me, Tomas Rosicky, 
Freddy Ljungberg or Julio Baptista 
playing up there with him, we have 
to get back and defend as well.
